This matter is before the Comm ssion on applicant’s request for
an extension of time to conply with Comm ssion Oder No. 15,091,
served Cctober 1, 2014. The order conditionally granted Certificate
of Authority No. 2631 and stipulated that applicant would have the
full 180 days avail abl e under Conmi ssion Regulation No. 66, or until
March 30, 2015, under Rule No. 7-01, to satisfy the conditions of the
grant. On March 26, 2015, applicant requested an extension of the
deadl i ne.

Regul ati on No. 66-01 states: “Except as provided in Regul ation
No. 66-02, the time for complying with the conditions of a grant of
authority shall not be extended beyond 180 days from the date of the
grant. A conditional grant of authority shall be void on the 181lst day
followng the date of the grant if full conpliance has not been
achieved at that tine.” Regul ation No. 66-02 states: “Upon tinely
request for an extension of the 180-day deadline in Regulation
No. 66-01, the Conmission's Executive Director may grant a maxi num
extension of 31 days.” The request having been tinmely filed, an
extension of 31 days shall be granted, and applicant shall have until
April 30, 2015, to satisfy the conditions of the grant stipulated in
Order No. 15, 091.
